W itha l she is a 
very una ssuming little person. 
“ You know, I am merely a wa g e 
earner, tha t’s all. 
Yes, I believe my 
place is rather unusua l, but not more so 
than ma ny of the other young w om en’s 
here,’’ were her replies to questions. “ I 
have complete charg e of my department, 
but do not find the work too laborious. 
Of course I employ as ma ny of my own 
sex as possible, and thing s g enera lly 
run very smoothly. 
Women are more 
reliable, I believe, in their business re­ 
lations than men. That is why they are 
preferred here. ” 
Among 50 women employed in su­ 
perior p l a c e s in the ma in office of the 
firm there wa s scarcely a plain fa ce.— 
N ew York Sun.

Miss Octa via W illia m s Bates of D e­ 
troit enjoys the unique distinction of 
being president of the postg raduate law 
class of the University of Michig an.

doing s are m ated with respectful a tten­ 
tion. The ( aim and dig nified t on e of the 
discussions has won universal approval. 
The New York Na tion says: 
Even the exchang e of 
m o w s between 
the Socialdemokratiniien and the more 
conservative majority of the part icipants 
in the cong ress did not lead to intem­ 
perance of lang uag e or exhibitions of 
violent 
antag onism, a 
circumstance 
with which foreig n deleg ates have been 
favorably 
impressed. 
Eng lish 
and 
French deleg ates have expressed their 
surprise at the remarkable self control 
ami matter of fact wa ys of the German 
women. 
The latter, 11 their turn, are 
deriving from occurrences at the con­ 
g ress encoura g ement for the future rec­ 
oncilia tion of the classes throug h the 
media tion of women. 
One of their spe­ 
cial objects of a g ita tion just now is the 
revision by the new reichstag two years 
hence of certain sections of the new 
civil code of the empire, which w ill not 
take effect till the year 19 00. 


W o r k i n g G irin ’ Club*. 
There is a federation comprising 23 j 
working g irls’ clubs of Boston and v i­ 
cinity. 
The work of one of these eluhs, 
the Sha wmnt, wa s described by Miss, 
Edith M. Howe at a recent meeting of 
the g ood citizenship class: 
For the past year the club has inter- i 
ested itself especia lly in the outside lives 
of the working women. 
A 11 investig a tion of the moral condi­ 
tions in which they are placed has beeu 
carried on. 
Factory g irls ha ve beeu 
most ready to report, and their reports 
have in g eneral been much more favor­ 
able than those of g irls employed in 
stores, but even here g irls of innate 
purity of character and motive are safe, 
with a few exceptions. Only one or two 
employers were found in Boston who 
subjected g irls to extraordinary tempta ­ 
tions, and ag ainst these men working 
g irls were warned. 
¡Some of the g irls rather resented this 
sort of investig a tion and asked why the 
club workers did not do something pruc- ! 
tical, such as taking measures for the 
bettering of wa g es and the obta ining of 
shorter hours. 
In consequence the sub­ 
ject of early closing was ag ita ted, and 
an org anization wa s formed among the 
women, simila r to the beneficial a ssoci­ 
ation of young men clerks, with a m em ­ 
bership of over 100. 


W o m e n a n d M o n e y .Matter*. 
It has often been noted that women 
are more honorable in money matters 
than men, aud that it is far less rare to 
have a sma ll loan paid back by a woma n 
than by a man 
This fact, ag ain, ap­ 
pears to us fro be fully explained by the 
trustee theory of wom a n’s a ttitude to­ 
ward money. 
Women are not honest« r 
in other thing s than men, but the notion 
of money being a trust overrides and 
dominates other 
considerations. 
The 
man who borrows is very apt to forg et 
all about the matter. 
The woma n who 
borrows feels that a double trust runs 
with the money, and she cannot rest 
till she has repaid it. 
No doubt there 
are hern also many exceptions, because 
there are many bad women, but at least 
it is safe to say that women are fur less 
careless about money matters than men, 
and therefore J ess likely to com m it the 
small acts of pecuniary dishonorableness 
which come from neg lig ence. Take it as 
a whole, women are more careful about 
uiou« -y matters than men aud attach 
more importance to money; 
hence if 
hupp« ‘us that they never make g reat for­ 
tunes, seldom g o bankrupt, and g enera l­ 
ly are rather more scrupulous than men 
in small pecuniary tra nsa ctions.— Lon­ 
don Spectator.
